GRANTS TO MOIRA » 
CONSERVATION AUTH. 


Clarke T. Rollins, M.P-P. (Hastings | 


East) announced last Thursday, Feb- 
ruary 23, that the Government of 
Ontario has approved two 
totalling $945.91 to the Moira River 
Conservation Authority. 

Mr. Rollins said that the Hon. W. 
M. Nickle, Minister of Commerce and 
Development, had informed him that 
the Province was granting $385.41 to 
enable the authority to develop the 
Gol. Roscoe Vanderwater Conserva- 
tion Area near Thomasburg, north of 
Belleville. 

A further sum of $560.50 has been 
approved as 4 grant of 50% of the 
total costs of acquiring an additional 
4 acres of.land for this area. The 
holding, .known locally as the Carter 
property, lies beside the Moira River 
‘on Highway 37 and adjoins the 415 
acres already owned by the Authority. 

In announcing the grants, Mr. Rol- 
lins explained that this Conservation 
Area, officially opened by the Hon. 
W. M. Nickle, last August ist, 1960, 
provides an attractive picnic site for 
tourists and local residents at a scenic 
point where the Moira River flows 
through a deep gorge and over rapids. 
Demonstration pasture lots, farm 
ponds and woodlots illustrate good 
conservation techniques.

Speed Building 


A tremendous increase in the 
speed of house-building can soom 


be expected. Instead of using » 


mortar, builders in Sweden are 
putting up houses in which the 
blocks are keyed together »y 
means of nylon discs only one- 
eighth of an inch thick’ 
Grooves three-quarters of an 


inch deep are made in the con- , 


crete blocks along those sides 
which have to make contact. 
Then, into the groove of each 
yard-long block are inserted 
three of the locking discs at 
equal distances. 

The disks are an inch and a 
half in diameter, so this leaves 
three-quarters of an inch pro- 


truding to fit in the grooves of © 


the block that is put on top. 

Only the lowest layer of blocks 
has to be fixed with mortar. 

It is claimed this méthod en- 
sures that houses are sixty per 
cent. stronger than those built 
with,/ mortar. :

The West Coast of Scotland, 
so indented with fine harbours 
and winding firths, boasts one 
beautiful type of fishing boat... . 

The Lock Fyne skiff or nabbie 
is a graceful bird-like craft as 
seaworthy and as handy as any 
wessel of her size. She rarely ex- 
ceeds 35 ft. in length and even 
the larger boats are virtually 
open, being built with a deck 
forward for one-third. of their 
length only, with beneath it a 
sort) of cabin shelter. She has a 
curved stem, a bold sheer, and 
a very characteristic stern, 
pointed, with a raked and curv- 
ing stern post and beautiful 
buoyant lines, at the quarters 
She draws plenty of water aft, 
and the keel ‘slopes up steeply 
towards the stem.

A great epic,in the history 
of archeology has now come full 
circle with the return of 94 price- 
less Mayan ornaments to Mexico, 
where they belong. We suspect 
that even their discoverer, Ed- 
ward H. Thompson, would be 
gratified that a harmonious post- 
script has finally been written 
to a long and bitter quarrel. 
Thompson was one of those ex- 
traordinary 19th Century adven- 
turers whose passion for the past 
led him into the jungles in quest 
whe cities. Like Schliemann, 


who rediscovered Troy, Thomp- 
son\ staked his reputation on 
proving that an ancient myth 
had a core of historical truth. 
They myth concerned a cenote, 
or sacrificial pool, in Chicen 
Itza, one of the great Mayan 
cities. In this pool, so the story 
went, beautiful maidens were 
thrown to their death, laden with 
jewels, as part of a pagan rite. 
Thompson, an archaeologist who 
had beeh appointed. U.S. consul 


in Yucatan, bought the estate . 


which included the cenote. He 
persuaded Yankee friends to put 
up thé money for his search, and 
he undertook laborious diving 
lessons from a Greek sponge 
diver. Then, just about the turn 
of the century, he began delving 
in the pool — and lo! he found 
trinkets, skeletons and countless 
other relics mixed in the mud. 

The only’ hitch was that he 
shipped his finds to Harvard's 
Peabody Museum before the 
Mexicans had a clear idea of 
what was going on. After ex- 
tensive litigation, Mexican courts 
finally decreed that what 
Thompson had done was legal 
because the laws of the time 
did not adequately protect Yuca- 
tan’s buried treasures. But times 
had changed, and the removal vf 
the relics remained an irritant 
in Mexican - American relations. 
Thanks to the good sense and 
generosity of Harvard, the jewels 
the Mayan maidens wore now 
will gleam with special splen- 
dor in Mexico's great archeolo- 
gical museum. Of such superfi- 
cially smal) things 's good will 
rrought between nations ~ Wa- 
shington Post and Times Herald.

Saltiest Railroad 
In All Canada 


In Harry Haystead’s boyhood 
he yearned, as did so many Nova 
Scotians of his generation, to be 
the master of a schooner. Unfor- 
tunately, heights bothered him. 
Since he couldn't swing through 
rigging like a } onkey through 

jungle, he realized he'd never be 
a mariner. Instead, he got a job 
with the Dominion Atlantic Rail- 
way. He thought that working 
for the DAR would be a little 
like going to sea. He still thinks 
so. 

Now a retired conductor who 
lives at the Annapolis Valley 
town of Kentville, Haysiead 
claims with a twinkle in his eyes 


_ that the DAR is as much like a 


ship as anything that doesn’t 
actually sail. This is only a slight 
exaggeration. 


The DAR is unquestionably 
Canada’s — and perhaps the 
world’s saltiest railroad. Its 
bridges cross briny tidal rivers, 
‘not ordinary fresh water rivers, 
and when the fog rolls in, its 
locomotive whistles have to com- 
pete with the din of foghorns. A 
lot of its passengers wear the 
blue uniform of the navy or the 
casual but recognizable garb of 
the fisherman. Its refrigerator 
cars have a redolence of lobsters, 
scallops, clams, haddock, herring, 
tuna, cod, halibut and flounder. 
And, for much of its run from 
Yarmouth to Truro and Halifax, 
the DAR winds along the Bay 
of Fundy and Minas Basin, pass- 
ing through small picturesque 
ports like a string through beads. 

Even in the fruit-growing An- 
napolis Valley, the railway is 
seldom more than a few miles 
from the roar of the surf, and 
when it finally turns inland, it 
takes the shortest route frorn 
the Fundy shore to Halifax, the 
proud naval base and harbor oi 
the Atlantic. 

Although the 101- year-old 
DAR, with its 287.5 miles of 
track, has been a subsidiary of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway 
since 1912, Nova Scotians con 
tinue to jook on it as their own 
—an integral part of their his- 
tory, like tall ships, Bluenose 
skippers, Joe Howe and Thomas 
Chandler - Haliburton. Indeed, 
they haven't forgotten that 
Howe, the fiery editor and 
champion of freedom, and Hali- 
burton, the great humourist who 
was Howe's friend and wrote for 
his newspaper, were the first to 
advocate that the DAR be buill. 

So sentimental are they about 
their railroad that Jast April 
when J. C. McCuaig, the DAR’s 
big affable manager, announced 
a $2 million program to replace 
the steam locomotives with die- 
sels and bring DAR standards 
up to those of the CPR main line, 
Nova Scotians didn’t know whe- 
ther to rejoice or mourn. They 
liked the idea of faster service. 
But they were sadly aware that 
such improvements made the 
DAR — which once had snorting 
searlet and gold locomotives, 


each emblazoned with the name | 


of its personal engineer — less 
and less like its old rakish flam- 
boyant sel. 

The Halifax Chronicle-Herald 
interpreted the feelings of the 
average Nova Scotian in an edi- 
torial that said: 

“This move toward efficiency 
and modernization, which was 
reflected as far back .as 1956 
when the Halifax to Yarmouth 
Dayliners (diesel passenger car- 
riers) went into operation, does 
not erase fond memories 
the flossy old club car on the 
dignified passenger train; the 
sight of steward, brakeman, 
conductor, fireman and engineer 
shoveling the overnight speed- 
ster out of a snowbank while 
the sleeping car passengers shiv- 
ered uncomplainingly in their 
berths; the chorus of greetings 
exchanged at every station slong 
the way by passengers, crew and 
the inevitable knot of station 
bystanders.” 


The Chronicle-Herald added,

with a sort of half-chuckle, half- 
sigh, that the DAR had been a 
traditional “symbol of unhurried 
and unruffled Nova Scotia.” No- 
body could dispute this. 


In the DAR’s unregenerated, 
unimproved era, both passengers 
and. crew seemed perversely 
pleased by-its utter contempt 
for timetables, which prompted 
wild, imaginary tales like the 
one about the frantic mother 
who protested to the conductor 
that her baby would be born 
on board if they didn’t reach 
Halifax soon. 


“You shouldn’t have come on 
this train if you were expect- 
ing,” the conductor chided her. 

“T wasn’t,” she snapped, “when 
1 got aboard.” 

DAR veterans like Harry Hay- 
stead can top the fictional stories 
with true ones, Once, a: small 
girl who boarded the train at 
Annapolis asked Conductor Joe 
Edwards to tell her when they 
arrived at a flag station called 
Auburn. Her request slipped Ed- 
ward's mind until they were a 
mile beyond Auburn; then he 
pulled the cord and backed the 
train up. 

“This is where you get off,” 
he told the child. “We're at 
Auburn.” 


“Oh, I don't get off here,” 
she said. “I’m going right 
through to Halifax, but my mo- 
ther said that when we got to 
Auburn it would be time to take 
one of my pills.” 


Travel on the DAR in bygone 
days may have been slow but 
it wasn’t dull. When an infant 
cfted incessantly, and the mother 
explained apologetically to her 
fellow passengers that she’d left 
its milk at home, a young man 
climbed off at the first stop, 
jumped a fence and pursued a 
cow in a pasture. While every- 
body cheered and the crew held 
the train, he caught the animal 
and filled a empty bottle with 
milk for the baby. 

At Winsor Junction he might 
have filled the b&ttle without 
leaving the train at all. Clarke's 
History of the Earliest Railways 
in Nova Scotia, written by a 
DAR conductor in the 1920's, re- 


ports that trains stopping ait 
Windsor Junction used to be 
“boarded by goats which pro- 


vided milk for a number of Junc- 
tion homes. Walking through the 
cars, the goats would visit the 
passengers in quest of something 
to eat.” 

Almcst anything could and did 
delay DAR trains — snowdrilts, 
streams overflowing their banks, 
a collision with a moose,-par- 
ades or a firehose from a pond 
on one side of the track to a 
burning farmhouse on the other 
It was typical of the atmosphere 
that prevailed on the old, erra- 
tic, unimproved DAR — and 
still prevails, for that matter 
on the new, modernized and on-

schedule DAR — that nobody 


_ever seemed to mind. Nobody 


minded, either, when the club 
car steward occasionally re- 
served, for dinner, the veal stew 
left over from lunch, and called 
it “fricasseed chicken.” 

For, far more than most rail- 
ways, the DAR has a _ person- 
ality that wins friends. It has 
inspired books, poems and songs. 
In the last decade the popular- 
ity of its employees has carried 
at least two of them into public 


_ office. 


Gladys Porter was manager of 
the DAR station restaurant at 
Kentville when she was elected 
mayor of that town — a post 
to which she has been repeatedly 
re-elected. She was Nova Scotia's 


' first woman mayor. . 


And when Raymond Bourque 
was conductor, steward, porter, 
dishwasher — a complete one- 
man staff — of the “flossy old 
club car” mentioned nostalgical- 
ly in the Chronicle-Herald edi- 
torial, the voters of Yarmouth 
County elected him to represent 
them in the Nova Scotia legisla- 
ture. He discovered that taking 
care of passengers is no chore for 
a politician. Not just his own 
constituents, but people from all 
constituencies, bent his ears with 
their political views and pressed 
him to support their causes. 
Meanwhile, he had a wife and 
seven hungry children to pro- 
vide for, and the tips he counted 
on to balance his family budget 
dropped alarmingly because tra- 
velers were unwilling to risk of- 
fending the dignity of an MLA. 


When the stubby competent 
diesel Dayliners succeeded the 
elegant but shabby steam-drawn 
passenger trains and no club car 
required his talents, the versa~ 
tile and handsome Bourque, an 
Acadian who speaks French and 
English with equal facility, was 
hired by one of his more cele- 
brated passengers — Nova Sco- 
tia’s richest native son, Cyrus 
Eaton, the Cleveland multimil- 
lionaire. His duties include look- 
ing after the Pugwash estate at 
which Eaton brings together 
intellectuals to discuss world 
problems 

Even without the frills and ec- 
centricities of the steam trains, 
even with Canada’s most unusu- 
al club car conductor gone, the 
DAR has color, flavor and char- 
acter. The Chronicle-Herald edi- 
torial writer’s fear that progress 
would eliminate “the chorus of 
greetings exchanged at every

each stop, conductors like Avard 
Morse, a spry amiable man whe 
has been with the DAR. since 
1915, can call by name nine out 
of 10 men, women and childfen 
on the platform. 


Today the grandchildren of 
couples he originally met when - 
they were honeymooning via 
DAR, travel with Morse. People 
who live in tiny communities 
don’t hesitate to ask him to.do - 
errands for them in larger places. 
His eagerness to be obliging is 
one facet of his genius for mak~ 
ing friends. In his portable desk 
he proudly keeps a neatly-tied 
bundle of fan mail — letters sent 
him by people from all over 
North America, who traveled on 
the DAR and appreciated his 
kindness, —By Ian Sclanders in 
Imperial Oil Review. 


How A Tailor-Bird | 
Sews Its Nest 


The Longtailed Tailor-Bird is 
a frequent visitor to Singapore 
gardens where it chooses large- 
leaved plants such as the Canna 
in which to place its nest. The 
neat little olive-green bird, with 
the red head, and the long tail 
which is constantly raised stiff- 
ly above its back, is easily re- 
cognized, and if not, its noisy 
ways will soon betray its pre- 
sence. 

The Tailor-Bird is well named 
because of its remarkable habit 
of using its long pointed bill 
as a needle with which it will 
literally sew together 
leaves to form a funnel to hold 
its cup-shaped nest.. Vegetable 
fibre, probably mixed with cob- 
webs, used as thread is passed 
through holes in the.leaves and 
knots cleverly tied at both ends. 


1 once watched a bird at its 
work; the tips of two large 
leaves had already been sewn 
together, and the Tailor-Bird 
stood inside the envelope and 
passed a thickish string of vege- 
table fibre through a hole in 
the leaf, drew it across to the 
adjoining leaf and then pushed 
it through a second hole. When 
this had been done, the bird 
stuck its head out’of the envel- 
ope, pulled the string hard from 
the outside, after which it was 
passed inside the leaf again. 
When it came to the making of 
the knot, the end of the string 
seemed to be “teased” until it 
held fast.

No modern scholar has yet 
succeeded in translating the 
sketchy literature they left be- 
hind when their loose confedera- 
tion of city-states was crushed

One U.S. View Of 
Re!'gion In School 


The sound and fury surround- 
ing the controversy over religi- 
ous observances in the Green- 
hills public schools largely have 
died down. But, we feel, the 


“ issue itself by no means has been 


resolved. : 

A small but militant and high- 
ly vocal group led an attack on 
the School Board's policy of per- 
mitting the reading of biblical 
passages and the saying of the 
Lord’s Prayer in the classroom. 
The group, spearheaded by the 
local chapter president of the: 
American Civil Liberties Union, 
held that the policy violated the 

cal principle of separation 
of church and state. 

. We don't agree. ‘ 
Let’s take a look at the back- 
ground involved. , 

After years of following an 
unwritten policy of allowing 
some expression of belief in God 
to be made in the classroom, the 
board in March of last year 
adopted a formal statement of 
policy. It spelled out the nature 
of the observances’ recitation of 
the Lord’s Prayer, a brief read- 
ing from the Old Testament of 
the Bible, and saying of a non- 
sectarian Grace before meals in 
kindergarten.. The Board also. 
made it clear that no teacher 
would be compelled to follow 
such observances. ; 

After the Civil Liberties 
Union and a few honestly-dis- 
turbed private citizens made 
their protest, the School Board 
held a public hearing. The senti- 
ment overwhelmirgly was in fa- 
vour of continuing the policy. 

The School Board, however, 
did ‘see fit to issue a restatement 
of policy “at the end of last 
month. The new statement is 
more general and makes no spe- 
cific reference to the - Lord's 
Prayer or Gtece before meals. 
It is curious that the Board 
felt it necessary to state that 
the Pledge of Allegiance may be 
included among other obser- 
vances, 

We have no doubt that tne 
objectors to the Board’s poljecy 
are well-intentioned. But we 
think they are dead Wrong. 

‘The founding fathers of this 
country in their wisdom made 
certain that there would not be 
established a state - supported 


, shureh. They insisted that each 


man be free to worship God in 
his own way — or, indeed, not 
to worship Him. But never in 
their wildest dreams did they 
imagine that their noble resolve 
would be twisted to give ammu- 
nition to those who would deny 
God, 

No one could have viewed the 
inauguration ceremonies of Pre- 
sident Kennedy -without being 
impressed by this nation’s firm 
belief in a Supreme Being 
Cletgymen of four faiths invox- 
ed the. blessings of the Almighty 
on the works cf the new Admin- 
istration — a re-statement again 
that this is a nation under. God. 
This question, of course, is much 
larger than Greenhills but this

LONDON — Sir Winston 
Churchill, 86, and retired, is still 
setting precedents, He has be- 
come the first living British poli- 
_tician to be impersonated in a 
British motion picture. 

This is a ban that goes back 
#o Queen Victoria and includes, 
ef éourse, all members of the 
royal family. 

Now Britain’s greatest modern 
atatesman will be seen briefly in 
a new film, “The Siege of Sid- 

ey Street,” but he will be seen 

a young, up-and-coming poli- 

jan. 

To make a film of the Sidney 
@treet siege without Churchill 
would be like trying to produce 
Hamlet without the Prince of 
Denmark. Churchill, then 37 and 
British home secretary, was one 
of the key figures in this classic 
gun battle, in which five London 
policemen lost their lives. 

He personally risked his own 
life to direct police operations at

Churchill was in his bath 
when the message came through, 
he recalls in his memoirs. “Drip- 
ping wet and shrouded in a tow- 
el,” as he describes himself, he 
ordered out the Scots Guards as 
police reinforcements. He then 
dressed himself and hurried to 
the scene of the battle. 

“Tl must admit that convictions 
of duty were supported by a 
strong sense of curiosity which, 


perhaps, it wo iid have been well 
to -keep in check,” he admits. 

“There was a considerable 
crowd of angry ar* alarmed 
people, dnd | noticed the unusu-

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Speedy Growth Of 


Great Airline 


From 74,000 passengers in 1955 
to 786,000 passengers in 1959. 
This statistic, reported by Luf- 
thansa an Airlines on the 
eve of its fifth anniversary, re- 
veals the most rapid rate of 
growth in international commer- 
cial aviation. The German air- 
line established scheduled oper- 
ations within the Federal Repub- 
lic of Germany on April 1, 1955; 
between Eurepean. airports on 
May 15, 1955; and to the United 
States on June 8, 1955.

_ thansa’s route network .has been 


extended from 8,000 miles to 58,- ° 


000 miles. Trained personnel had 
been increased “from 600 at the 
beginning of 1955 to 7,441 in 1959, 
Lufthansa’s school at Bremen, 
the only. flying school maintain- 
ed by a commercial airline, had 
graduated 194 pilots, 34 flight 
navigators, 35 dispatchers and 31 
radio operators. Ground crews 
have been trained at Lufthansa’s 
maintenance base in Hathburg. 
The German airline’s fleet has 
multiplied from 13 aircraft to 49 
aircraft. Maintenance bases and 
ground seryice facilities have 
heen established and expanded 
to keep pace with Lufthansa’s 
progress; and sales and service 
officers and personnel have in- 
cr@éased correspondingly to ac- 
commodate passengers, travel! 
agents and shippers. 


Currently, Lufthansa’s fleet 
consists of 32 passenger aircraft, 
including 3 Boeing’ B-707-430 
“Intercontinental” jets. Two ad- 
ditional Boeing “Intercontinent- 
al” jets, and 4 Boeing B-720-B 
medium range jets are scheduled 
for delivery in the near future. 

Lufthansa’s world network 
serves a total of 41 cities in 26 
countries on 5 continents. Sche- 
duled non-stop jet service be- 
tween New. York and Frankfurt 
was introduced on March 17, 
1960; service from San Francisco 
via Montreal to Paris and Frank- 
furt was inaugurated on May 13, 
1960; and from Chicago non-stop 
to Paris and Frankfurt on May 
14, 1960. 


Lufthansa also provides sche- 
duled daily service across the 
South Atlantic. to Montivideo, 
Rio de Janeiro, Buenos Aires 
and Santiago de Chile, and main- 
tains scheduled air service to 
Baghdad, Teheran, Damascus and 
Cairo. The airline has recently 
branched out to Karachi, Calcut- 
ta and Bangkok. 


Lufthansa’s cargo operations 
have risen sharply. The Ger- 
man airline’s cargo-carrying ca- 
pacity on the North Atlantic 
route totals over one million 
pounds per month, with connect- 
ing service to the Middle and 
Far East and Africa, as well as 
to all parts of Europe. Cargo 
service is maintained also to 
Great Britain, within Germany, 
and to other European points. 


Despite the fact ‘that scheduled 
jet service was not available un- 
til the end of the period, Luf- 
thansa’s operations for the first 
quarter of 1960 indicated a con- 
tinuation of its record-making 
rate of growth. During this pe- 
riod, 195,000 passengers were 
flown across’ the North Atlantic, 
as compared with 125,000 during 
the first quarter of 1959; 2,830 
tons of freight were transported, 
as against 1,749 tons in the first 
quarter of the previous year.

@haring Cross station left lug- 


rave office complained bitterly 
frou the awful smell coming 

fom the corner of the depart- 
ment. = 


Finally. he traced the stench 
to an old-fashioned trunk. He 
d it open and inside was.a 
woman's body, cut up into five 
ieces. With the help of science, 
e killer was finally brought 
to justice. 

The police constable who was 
called to ‘the station would not 
allow the remains to be removed 
until police surgeon had certi- 
fied the woman was dead.

It looked a pretty clear- 
cut case of murder.

She was, to say the least, a 
promiscuous woman, having liv- 
ed with a number of other men 
in the previous year or two. 

The body identified, it was 
now a question of finding the 
person responsible. Once again 
science helped. But this case, 
which became ‘known as. the 
Charing Croas Trunk Murder, 
was famous: for .the brilliant 
detective work that took place. 


Two of the junior officers con- 
cerned ultimately rose to the 
head of their profession. Hugh 
Young was to. become Head of 
the C.LD. at the Yard, and Len 
Burt, Head of the Special 
Branch. Then they: were both 
sergeants. 


In the Charing Cross murder 
the scientific and detective in- 
vestigation was brilliant. But in 
spite of that it is doubtful whe- 
ther the police would have been 
successful in tracing the mur- 
derer without a lucky break. 


A shoe-shiner outside Charing 
Cross ‘station had picked up a 
left luggage ticket. This was soon 
identified as belonging to the 
evil smelling trunk, and before 
long the shoe-shiner was able to 
identify the taxi which had 
brought the fatal trunk to the 
station. 

The driver of the taxi was 
able to take the story a step 
farther. He was able to remem- 
ber that he had taken a fare to 
Rochester Row police station on 


“ the afternoon of May 6th. He 


had dropped his passenger and 
had immediately been hailed by 
a fare from an office opposite 
the police station. 


He had struggled to help this 
fare with a large, black, heavy 
trunk and driven him to Charing 
Cross station. He identified the 
trunk, which was found to have 
been sold to an unidentified man 
two days before. 


An investigation of the prem- 
ises showed that one set of offices 
was now empty. They had been 
occupied by Mr. Robinson who, 
when he was interviewed, denied 

erything. Nor was he identi- 

led by anybody, 

The police returned to the of- 
fices and again they were lucky. 
At the bottom of an old waste- 
paper basket they found a blood- 
stained match. This was a vital 
clue the police had been seek- 
ing. It,made Robinson the main 
suspect. Then the duster found 
in the trunk wrapped round the 
dead woman. was traced to a 
public house in Fulham — where 
Robinson's wife was barmaid. 


When he was interviewed for 
the second time Mr. Robinson 
began his statement with the 
fatal words: “I'll tell you all 
about it.’ He need never have 
had to tell the story if science 
hadn’t found the matchstick. 


The story he told was an old 
one. A woman starting to scream, 


‘panic and death. Reprieves — 
even acquittals — have been 
known for such murders. But 
John Robinson made the ‘mistake 
of cutting up his victim and 
telling a lot of lies until he 
realized there was a cast-iron 
case against him.

In fact it was 
our opinion that hospitals: are 
leaning over backwards in giv- 
ing care to patients once they 
are in hospital. And there you 
have the crux of the stor) -~ | 
once they are in hospital. But, 
unless you happen to be .an 
emergency the chances are that | 
while you are walting for a bed 
you will either die or get iter! 


Here are a few isolated cases | 


personally known to me. 


“Mrs, L.” suffered a heart at- 
tack. Hospitalization was clear- 
ly indicated but there was no 
bed available. Mrs. L. was in 
bed ten. weeks with only an 
elderly husband to care for her. 
In addition she had to pay for 
diagnostic services which would 
have been covered had she been 
in hospital. In other words hav- 
ing hospital insurance did not 
benefit her one cent. 

“Mrs, S.” is a young widow 
with two small children. She 
has some kind of remittent fever 


which, so far, her doctor has 
been unable to diagnose. He 


thinks the only solution is for 


_ her to go into hospital for a com- 


plete check-up. After telling her 
that he shook his head and add- 
ed — “But I doubt if.I can get 
you a bed for two months!”’ That 
was just last week so we don't 
know what the end of that story 
will be. I am sure many doctors 
must be as worried as their pa- 
tients. 

“Mrs. O.” is an elderly lady 
living with her son, his wife and 
their four small children. After 
Christmas she developed pneu- 
monia. The same old story.— no 
hospital bed available. Imagine 
nursing a pneumonia patient on 
a second floor room with four 
small children running around 
downstairs. 

What ls the answer to this 
complex question? Here is one 
solution I have not yet seen 
mentioned. If out-patient care 
were included in hospital in- 
surance wouldn’t there be fewer 
people clamoring for hospital 
beds? Surely in the long run 
operation costs would be less 
rather than more. Diagnostic 
services for even one patient 
would surely be less costly than 
keeping him in a hospital bed 
for even one day. 

Anyway, it should be a service 
available to all policy holders — 
especially if insurance rates are 
to be given a fifteen percent 
boost.

Residents in Strasbourg are 
seriously worried because their 
jousetops no longer seem attrac- 
tive to white storks. For 800 
years, this fairy-tale bird has 
migrated there annually from 
South Africa and from this city 
the legend spread that the stork 
delivers babies. 

Not so long ago, there were 
at least seventy pairs of white 
storks nesting in Strasbourg, and 
more in the neighbouring towns 
of Colmar and Mulhouse 

Now Strasbourg, a recent 
count revealed, has only five 
stork nests left. These are g.ant 
structures made of dried twigs, 
grass and earth nearly five feet 
in diameter and weighing a gooa 
thousand pounds. 

According to Professor Augus- 
to Toschi of the University of 
Bologna, the storks are tiring of 
their 800-year-old haunts. In- 
stead, several pairs ‘are now 
nesting on rooftops near Biella 
in Northern Italy. 

The Italians are delighted, be- 
cause the storks are bringing aa 
extra tourist attraction. 
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George Jessel 
Takes His Own Tip 


For some weeks, radio listen- 
ers in Los Angeles have been 
hearing raconteur George Jessel 
in perhaps his best-known vau- 
deville routine: A telephone talk 
with Mama. This time he was 
promising’ to ‘send Mama a 
check every month” because he’d 
sunk his savings in a sure thing: 
The Beverly Hills Security In- 
vestments Corp., a firm which 
sells property deeds, guarantees 
its customers a 10 per cent 
yearly return. Jessel suggested 
that “Aunt Gussie should’ invest 
Uncle Phil’s life insurance” in 
BHSIL. 

At this point, the unsentiment- 
al SEC rang down the curtain. A 
six-count complaint charged Jes- 
sel and the firm's three officers 
with “fraud” and “deceit.”

For a shilling a 
year you can rent Dunrobin, the 
fairy-tale castle belonging to the 
Duke of Sutherland, in Scotland. 

There’s ‘only one snag. The 
seventy-two-year-old Duke will 
ask the new tenant to produce 
£10,000 as an upkeep fund. 

This way it will be possible to 
avoid income tax. lf the Duke 
charged £10,000 a year rent, 
that would be subject to income 
tax. But by. having a tenant 
put up the money Jor upkeep, 
there will be no tax. 

Every penny of the money 
will be spent on maintaining 
the. castle, which has been in the 
Duke's family for 500 years. In 
return, the new tenant will get 
grouse-shooting and deer-stalk- 
ing and a fully furnished castle 
that looks like something 
straight out of Hans Andersen. 

It even has its own railway 
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<tation, which is still tlsed, but 
only for request stops.

tions aimed at’ preserving the 
family fortunes. Three years 
ago he sold his English man- 
sion, Sutton Place, Guildford, 
for £400,000 to Paul Getty, all

The most recent deal was the 
sale of the Dunrobin estate (ex- 
cluding the castle) ‘for £239,000. 
Most ‘of the money went into a 
family trust for the benefit of 
iis niece, Mrs. Elizabeth Jansen. ~ 

While the Duke's tenant, en- 
joys the amenities of Dunrobin, 
the Duke and his wife will stay 
in London. But so far no mil- 
lionaire has reached for his 
cheque-book.

The Real Word 


“It is worth noting that what 
the Natiinal Safety Council said 
was likely to be the safest 
Christmas holiday since 1949 
produced 488 highway deaths. 
Thus does the word “safest” be- 
come stretched to the limit of 
elasticity. 

A more sensitive if less real- 
istic view of the matter might 
be that, in theory at least, all 
accidents are preventable. The 
toll at Christmas, while merely 
a continuation of a year round 
process, cannot be condoned. Nor 


can we afford the mildly con- 
gratulatory tone that says a holi- . 


day week end is the “safest” be- 
cause 
sand people were killed. 

It is a question whether the 
National Safety Council's holi- 
day practice of projecting total 
deaths serves any useful purpose 
except the setting up of uncon- 
scious’ targets. For if a holiday 
week end that produces 450 
deaths can be considered com- 
paratively safe, then we have 
taken the first step toward offi- 
cial acknowledgement that a 
half-thousand déaths is par for 
the holiday course and can be 
accested, if not with equanimity, 
at least without undue horror. 

The point is, however, thet 
we have no moral right to list 
even one death on the highway 
as an acceptable norm. Every 
ene of the 488 and more killed 
over the last week end is dead 


prematurely, and most of them 


quite avoidably. Pethaps if we 
set less store by slogens and 
targets as to what is safe, and 
more by fix-proof enforcement 
of motor-vehicle laws, our week 
ends the year round might be a 
little less lethal than they are.

Beasts Slaughtered 
For Souvenirs 


The law of the jungle is that 


_only the strongest survive. It is > 


2« law that, unfortunately, is not 
entirely confined to the jungle. 
Currently, tourist demands for 
Eskimo ivory carvings are creat- 
ing the biggest slaughter of wal- 
ruses by man ever known in 
Pacific waters. 

Walrus tusks provide a valu- 
able income for the local Eski- 
mos — they provide the raw 


“material for their carving skills 
and, consequently, a good live-. 


_lihood. 

Eskimos either sell the ivory 
to non-native carvers or they 
carve it themselves, producing 
appealing models of Eskimo 
babies, caribou and, ironically, 
walruses. Well-carved ivories 
fetch up to $100 a pound. 

In the rush to keep pace with 
the demand for such souvenirs 
the Eskimos are showing a com- 
plete disregard for humane 
slaughtering methods, and for 
their own future. 

They concentrate..on “head 
hunting” forays, seeking walrus 
tusks exclusively. The carcasses 
or their victims are left to rot 
on shores or ice floes. Worse 
still, from the walrus preserva- 
tion viewpoint, they prefer to 
hunt female walruses — female 
ivory is better for carving. - 

For months past, Eskimos in- 
habiting tiny islands in the Ber- 
ing Sea have lived on walruses. 
The hunters, serving four main 
villages, reckon to catch about 
11,000 walruses a year. But it is 
feared that through their uncon- 
trolled hunting fervour and pur- 
suit of females only, they fatally 
wound and waste the carcasses 


co; thousands more, If the wal- 
rus, as is feared, disappears from 
these waters, the Eskimos will 
face starvation. A similar surge 
of slaughter has taken place in 
the Eastern Provinces of Tanga- 
nyika — as a resuk the hunter 
there has become the hunted. 


Uncontrolled killing for profit 
resulted in wild lions being rob- 
bed of their natural prey, 59 the 
lions have now started killing 
people for food. Not because 
they are man-eaters by inclina- 
tion, but because. they must turn 
to two-legged game or perish. 

To remedy preblems of this 
kind and to preserve a proper 
balance of wild life, the Fauna 
Preservation Society is appes)- 
ing today for new members. 

It needs more money to carry 
out its schemes for safeguard- 
ing the many. animals and birds 
without. which the world would 
be. a dull place. 

The Society's efforts are, at 
present, concentrated on Africa 
_ recently, it collected and sent 
$30,000 towards the rescue of 
enimals marooned by the con- 
struction of the Kariba Dam in 
Rhodesia. 

Now it wants to conserve 
other splendid African, species 
which are Re menaced. Those 
thrat must ‘Bes include the 
black African rhinoceros, the 
kob antelope, giraffe, mountain 
gorilla and the African elephant. 

Poaching presents the biggest 
threat to thesé. animals, At one 
spot in Tanganyika, wardens 
found thet ‘gangs of poachers 
had laid twenty miles of illegai 
traps, a few yards apart. More 
than a thousand elephant car- 
casses were discovered ipside a 
twenty-mile radius, all the hau! 
and handiwork of one poacher. 

The man _hadn’t bothered 
about the meat — he was in- 
terested only in the tusks and 
the money he could get for them.

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Weathermen Talk 
About The Weather 


hd 

The U.S. nation’s top weather 
slogged into New York last 
ith for the 41st annual meet- 
of the American Meteorolog-. 
Society and fittingly enough 

began to snow again—the sec- 
big fall in two weeks. Na- 
ly the question was raised: 

y is the East suffering so 

uch more this year than last? 
: According to the Weather Bu- 
reau’s chief long-range fore- 
easter, Jerome Namias, it’s all a 
matter of “planetary waves,” the 
huge currents of air, like the 
trade winds, which circulate 
through the atmosphere. For 
reasons still obscure to meteor- 
elogists, the wave pattern this 
ear is sharply different. 

“This winter has been charac- 

rized by very large meanders 
m the planetary waves, with 

rong ridges and troughs,” Na- 
fias said. “The waves are 
bringing Arctic and Asian air 
masses very rapidly down across 
Canada, the Great Lakes and 
into the Gulf where they strike” 
the warm, moist air of the South, 
often from “the tropics. This 
powerful contrast sets up & cy- 
clone action which lifts the moist 
air and carries it off to the 
Northeast, where it releases the 
anow. 

“This wird condition did not 
exist last winter. Instead_ of 
pronounced ridges and troughs, 
the waves were flattened and 
we had the familiar westerly 
pattern with little contrasts be- 
tween warm and cold to intens- 
ify storms.” 

Taking a wider look at the 
world’s weather, J. Murray Mit- 
chell Jr. a Weather Bureau 
climatologist, reported that win- 
ters have been getting colder 
since 1950. . This reverses ‘the 
warming trend in effect since 
1880s, and particularly strong in 
the '20s and ‘30s, The finding 
raises new questions about the 
forces which control climate. 
His report also challenges some 
ideas that have been widely ac- 
cepted, recently—particularly the 
theory that carbon dioxide from 
autos and factories is. producing 
a “greenhouse” effect in the 
atmosphere, leading to a steady 
build-up in the earth’s heat. 

The weather men leaned in- 
creasingly to the idea that the 
sun is a principal force in shap- 


ing weather, Though its total 
radiation (mostly visible light) 


a>pears constant, its, output of 
® rays and particles varies wide- 
ly. In ways not yet clear, the 
changes in these regiations are 
belleved t6 set off the Vast pro- 
cesses of terrestrial weather, 

In the midst of their discus- 
sions of the mysterious ways of 
weather and climate, the me- 
teorclogists in New York last 
month were bombarded with a 
flat challenge, to do something 
about controlling the perennial- 
ly unpredictable weather. 

The chellenge came from Rear 
Adm. Luis ‘de Florez, U.S.N.R. 
(Ret.), who loves to launch vast 
ideas. “It is strange indeed that 
the American people... . display 
the. same fatalism and resigna- 
tion about the weather that our 
remote ancestors did thousands 
of vecrs ago,” he told the Insti- 
tute of Aerospace Sciences, also 
meeting in New York. “We do 
not seem to- realize that the 
problem of weather control, 
gigantic 2s it is, can be subject- 
ed to the same sort of attack 
which brought about our great 
discoveries in the fields of 
flight, nuclear power, medicine

2 envelopes dry yeast or

2 cups warm water

% cup lard, melted 
2 eggs 
1% teaspoon salt 
14 teaspoon nutmeg: 
1 teaspoon ginger 
About 10 cups all-purpose flour 
Dissolve yeast in the warm wa- 
ter, add the 2 tablespoons sugar 
and cup of flour and beat smooth. 
Set in a warm place to rise 15 or 
20 minutes. 


Scald milk and cool to luke- 
warm: sift salt and spice with 
flour.

A streamlined method of test- 
ing Cheddar cheese for extrane- 
ous matter pioneered by Cana- 
da Department of Agriculture 
scientists several years” ago, is 
attracting interest in other parts 
of the werld. 

An article describing the Ca- 
nadian method appears in the 
current issue of The Australian 
Journal of Dairy Technology. 
Written by Francis D. Murphy 
and Dr. C. K. Johns, of the Ca-

response. More flagrant evi- 
dences of the widespread use of 
payola in recent years perhaps 
have dulled the shock value of 
such revelations, 


Nonetheless we agree heartily 
with Rep. John Blatnik (D.,, 
Minn.), chairman of the house 
investigating committee, that 
this cynical disregard for busi- 
ness and professional ethics is 
“reprehensible” , and cannot .be 
condoned .on any ground. 

Highway’ employes who re- 
ceived gifts of whisky, cash, free 
dinners, etc., told the investiga- 
tors they were not influenced to 
do anything other than their 
normal duties.. The contractors 
testified they were not attempt- 
ing to bribe the officials into 
overlooking substandard materi- 
als or workmanship, 


But no amount of pious de- 
clarations of this.kind can erase 
the fact that gifts were proffered 
and accepted on a project that 
should be “strictly business.” 


Even if no actual wrongdoing is » 


uncovered in the construction 
and inspection procedures, it 
cannot be denied that the intént 
to buy influence was present. 


And with whose money? The 
taxpayer's, of course, every 
penny of it. And the construc- 
tion firm airily charged it all off 
as “advertising. and promotion.” 
Tax deductible, of course. This 
from a firm which has had more 
than 30 million dollars’ worth of 
road contracts—much of it in- 
volving interstate work—since 
1956. 


Companies such as this do not 
deserve to profit at the publie 
till. Nor do state officials who | 
would accept such gratuities 
merit continued public trust. —

Conducts Opera 
On Crutches 


The audience up in the bal- 
conies spotted ham first, slowly 
making his way on crutches 
through the musicians down he 
the pit, Carefully, he pulled him- 
self up on to the podium and 
that famous silvery halo of hair 
rose into the sight lines of th: 
audience downstairs. Then the 
Metropolitan Opera House ex- 
ploded into a standing ovation 
for Leopold Stokowski, who was, 
at 78, finally making his debut 
as a Met conductor. 


It went on like that for the 
next three and a half hours. 
Cheers, bravos, and uproarious 
applause greeted just about 
everything in. the premic¢re last 
month of the Met’s new, produc- 
tion of Puccini's “Turandot.” Act 
by act, Cecil Beaton’s sets and 
costumes dazzled the eye, set- 
ting the scene for Puccini's tale 
of legendary China in all its 
resplendent glory. As Turandot, 
the cruel princess of ice and fire, 
Birgit Nilsson poured forth such 
a flood’ of soaring; stabbing top 
notes that the ear rahg in dis- 
belief. And this time, unlike 
previous performances -of hers 
at the Met in Wagner's “Tristan 
end Isolde,” she had a tenor 
who could stand up to her tor- 
rent of sound. Franco Corelli, the 
company’s handsome new 36- 
year-old Italian singer, looked 
like a prince who might sweep 
a lady off her feet, and he sang 
like one, too. 

“Turandot” was Pucc.ni’s last 
cpera. He died beforg he fin- 
ished it, and the work v’as com- 
pleted by Franco Alfanu an vob- 
scure composer now rerbember- 
ed only because he wrote the 
cpera’s last duet and finale. For 
the duet, Alfano worked from 
some very rough sketches left 
by the composer, and for the 
finale he reprised some of the 
opera’s most beautiful melodies. 

When Arturo Toscanini con- 
ducted the world premiére of 
“Turandot” at La Scala in 1926, 
he stopped the orchestra when 
he came to that part of the 
score which Puccini had com- 
pleted, Turning to the audience, 
he said: “At this point the maes- 
tro laid down his pen.” The next 
night “Turandot” was given with 
the Alfano ending. 

It was a wonder that the Met’s 
new “Turandot” ever reached 
the stage at all. Just a month 
ago, the production’s director, 
Yoshio Aoyama, the gifted Jap- 
anese responsible for the com- 
pany’s currently successful “Ma- 
dame Butterfly,” suffered a burst 
eppendix. Thus, 34-year-old Na- 
thaniel Merrill, who replaced 
him, suddenly found himself 
tuking over the direction of a 
cast of 179. 

But that was only one disas- 
ter. Before Aoyama’s illness, yet 
«another replacement had had to 
be made when Dimitri Mitrop- 
oulos died. Stokowski was chosen 
to sueceed him, and then, of all 
things, he fell and broke his 
hip while playing ball with his 
two small sons during the Christ- 
eras holidays. To general man- 
ager Rudolph Bing’s great re- 
lief, however, Stokowski refus- 
ed to give up and rehearsed first 
from a wheelchair and, at the 


performence, propped aga ingt 
the conductor's stool. Later, ne. 
took his bows on the stage*sup- 
ported by his crutches. 


When asked after the per- 


formance how he felt about-the-""~ 


tumultous evening, Stokowski 
replied: “Really great music, 
written from the heart. 1 felt it 
went to the hearts of those who 


were listening.” Was he unduly: 


tired after such an exacting or- 
deal? “No,” he said softly, “con- 
ducting never tires. You give 
nuch, but you receive more,”

Stole A Bicycle 
From Scotland Yard! 


Arriving home from a party

He was so pleasant and dis- 
ereet that the other tenants took 
his right for granted. 

On her return the owner 
found that the man had taken 
only a few books, including 
poetry, and the pick of her wine 
cellar, He was never caught. 

The porter of a block of Paris 
flats was called to the sixth 
floor to do some work and left 
a notice pinned to her door: “The 
porter is upstairs.” 

When she returned she found 
the notice reversed and this 
written on the back: “Thanks for 
the tip. Much obliged. All has 
gone off well.”

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Folks Are Thirsty 
In Tennessee 


Of Tennessee’s 95 counties, 
from the haze-cloaked peaks of 
the Smokies westward to the 
misty bottoms along the Missis- 
sippi, there are only nine where 
a customer can legally buy le- 
pally manufactured liquor. -And 
Knox County, where sprawls 
Knoxville, the state’s fourth 
largest city (population 111,827), 
4s not one of the nine. But Knox- 
ville rarely thirsts. 


The clubs and. loge halls and 


‘veterans’ posts keep well-stock- 
ed bars. Convenient ngighbor- 
hood bootleggers, some of them 
with curb service, sell famous- 
name whisky. at about $6.50 a 
fifth. Play-at-home citizens have 
always. been able to telephone 
obliging bootleggers who would 
celiver direct to the door. 

Knoxville, indeed, has repeat- 
edly voted down the local op- 
tion of going wet. , 

Last month, though, Knoxville 
was as dry as a 10-to-1 Mar- 
tini. Except for beer, sold legal- 
ly throughout Tennessee, the city 
was a desert of parched party- 
goers and cowed bootleggers, 
who stashed their stocks across 
the county line and dealt stealth- 
ily with only their most trusted 
clients. Bulky Sheriff Herman 
Wayland, the man who closed 
up Knoxville, predicted that be- 
fore he was finished the price 


of whisky in Knox County would 


rocket to $15 a fifth. 


Wayland, a Democrat who took 
office last Sept. 1, got his Ten- 
nessee dander up a few weeks 
ago at Republican charges that. 
he was putting old-line bootleg- 
gers out of business and install- 
ing his own syndicate. Wayland 
went raging to a fellow Demo- 
crat, Gov. Buford Ellington, and 
got a promise of help for his 27 
feputies from state troopers and 
state alcohol tax. unit agents. 

Then he struck. 

Raiders carrying brand-new 
sledge hammers dashed into the 
posh Cherokee County Club, 
startling the ladies at their regu- 
lar Wednesday afternoon bridge. 
They found other lady members 
watching a fashion show at Hol- 
ston Hills Country Club. In all, 
they hit three city and six coun- 
ty clubs, seized 260 gallons of 
liquor, arrested. nine club offi- 


- gials, and for good measure seiz- 


ed'82 (of the county’s Federally 
licensed 102) slot machines. 

Avter that first big day, Way- 
Land turned his attention to boot- 
leggers, at the end of last month 
had raided scores, arrested some 
50 persons. He let it be known, 
what's more, that undercover 
operatives are keeping an eye 
on clubs and bootleggers. The 
sheriff's vigilance was paying off, 
as one Knox County bootlegger 
attested: 

“~ wouldn't sell a drop of 
whisky to my thirsty grandma.” 

Something had to give eventu- 


ally, of course, and now it just 
might be the voters of Knox 
County. The State Legislature is 


considering two bills that would 
make it easier for the city to 


legalize liquor sales. And the 
city, having just built a $6 -mil- 
lion convention hall, 1s perfectly 
well aware that few conventions 
con vet off the ground on hot 


air alom

With Sir Thomas's death last 
month in Londgn (of a cerebral 
thrombosis), on# more titan de- 
parted, an outrageously outspok- 
en and irreverent titan, to be, 
gure, but a true Olympian in 


spirit ahd deed. His Jovian fire 
was withering to all who felt the . 


burning lash of his tongue and 
pen, but the climate of British 
music today owes much of its 
healthy vigor to the little battl- 
ing baronet with the goateed 
chin and the gimilet eye. 

With a- fortune which - came 
from Beecham’s laxative pills, 
the peppery conductor organized 
orchestras and opera companies 
and brought music not only to 
London but to all of the pro- 
vinces. He championed Handel, 
Haydn, Mozart, Berlioz, and 
Strauss when those composers 
were novelties in the orchestral 
repertoire, nog staples as thev 
are today. 

As a conductor, Sir Thomas's 
memory was phenomenal—and 
variable, At a performance in 
Manchester cone memorable night 
years ago, he walked in at the 
last moment, picked up his baton 
and whispered to the concert- 
master: “By the way, what opera 
are we doing tonight?” On an- 
other occasion, after performing 
a symphony he did not admire, 
he turned again to the first vio- 
linist and said, rather audibly: 
“Why don’t you play?” “It’s 
over,” muttered the uncomfort- 
able fiddler. “Thank God!” sigh- 
ed Beecham. 

Sir Thomas’s contempt for 
singers was as monumental as 
his dislike for modern music 
(“Not only dead, but thrice 
damned’). When accused once 
_of drowning out the great La- 
uritz Melchior and Frieda Leider 
in a performance of “Tristan and 
Isolde,” he retorted: “I ‘was per- 
forming a public service.” 

“The ghost of Bizet no less 
than of Mozart must surely stir 
at the thought of his demise,” 
wrote The Manchester Guardian. 
“But if he was a genius he was 
also a licensed jester, a prodigy, 
a prodigal... and was at all 
times to ke watched with awe as 
well as affection, like a volcano. 
Like Toscanini, he became a leg- 
end in his lifetime.”

Last week the CBC program 
“Close-Up” certainly gave view- 
ers plenty to talk about. We 
thought it was somewhat repeti- 
tious but we sat it through to the 
end. As we watched neither of 
us was too happy about it. For 
one thing we knew it must have 
been rehearsed and that made 
the tears and emotion seem some- 
what unreal. As a show it was 
excellent but as a news story... 
1 don’t know. But still I don’t 
see how anyone could really 
blame Mr. Exelby. He probably 
thought of it as just a job and 
a means of making a few dol- 
lars, so why not take it? I don’t 
suppose he anticipated any ad- 
verse publicity. Apparently most 
of the criticism against him was 
because he resigned from a $6000 
a year job last fall, because it 
showed “little promise for the 
future”. Well, what's wrong 
with being ambitious—even if it 
backfires? Without. ambition 
few of us would get anywhere. 
Ambition is the spark that makes 
an ordinary job just a stepping 
stone to better things. I know 
of two fellows right now, both 
in their thirties, who are resign- 
jobs in a few 
One of them is 
been promised a more lucrative 
job in Ontario. Maybe things 
won't work out for them either; 
they might even be among the 
unemployed before the year is 
out. But at least. they will have 
shown a little initiative. 


As for the unemployment sit- 
uation we are not in a position 
to know too much about it. Ex- 
cept this. Judging from what we 
have seen and heard the unem- 
ployment problem is not nearly 
so acute as it was in the 
“Hungry Thirties”, For one thing 
men would take anything then 
to earn a few dollars. Relief 
payments were not sufficiently 
attractive to keep men from hon- 
est employment. Even white- 
collar men learnt to handle a 
pick and shovel. 


I remember one man we hired 
by the day for farm work. We 
paid him a dollar a day and 
board — and he was glad to get 
it. Actually it was a good wage 
for unskilled labour at that time, 
Some got less. This fellow had 
no means of transportation—nor 
had we, for that matter, except 
a horse and buggy. He walked 
a mile and a half night and 
morning to and from our place 
ang worked from’ seven in the 
morning t6 six at night Day 
labourers had a lot of pride in 
those days — they were content 
with what little they could earn 
rather than accept relief 


Another matter very much Ip 
the news again now is Margarine. 
The battle still rages between 
butter eaters and margarine buy- 
ers. And still another battle 
about colouring or not colouring 
margarine. You have all heard 
the arguments — buy butter and 
suppor. the farmer: buy marga- 
rine and cut down the cost of 
living. It is an argument that 
has been see-sawing back and 
forth for years. The Department 
of Agriculture can’t stop house- 
wives from buying margarine 60 
they have tried to make it un- 
attractive by prohibiting the use 
ef colour. And it hasn't done 


one bit of good. Housewives who 
want it buy it regardless. Many 
of them don’t even bother to 
work in the colour bud. So isn’t 
it time the government stopped 
trying to brow-beat them into 
buying butter. Women will buy 
what they want anyway. Moth- 
ers who have to make a number 
of lunches every day think they 
are saving money with marga- 
rine and if another spread is 
used on top of it, peanut, salmon 
or sandwich meat — you can be 
quite sure ‘mother isn’t wasting 
her time amd energy working a 
colour bud into the margarine. 


There is still another reason 
why people buy margarine that 
has nothing to do with the cost. 
Some doctors recommend it to 
lower the daily intake of animal 
fat. At the recent Heart Founda- 
tion Conference corn-oil marga- 
rine was tecommended as being 
preferable for patients with high 
blood pressure. So, trying to fol- 
low good advice, a housewife 
may buy a pound of margarine 
— doctor's orders — and then 
raise her blood pressure trying 
to work that darn colour bud 
into the mess! You don’t believe 
me? Well, just you try it. The 
same goes for folks with arthri- 
tic hands. It could mean hours 
of pain afterwards. 

Incidentally I have a sugges- 
tion for colouring that is some- 
what revolutionary. Why not 
switch the colouring around? 
Have margarine sold with a deep 
dandelion colouring and butter a 
pale primrose yellow. Most but- 
ter is coloured anyway so it 
would only be a matter of put- 
ting in less yellow. Years ago 
in England the best butter was 
always lightly coloured and with 
very little salt. Cooking butter, 
or salt butter, was as yellow as 
a canary. 

By preference I am a butter 
eater. Fresh buttered toast — 
that’s for me! But my doctor 
says no butter — corn-oil marga- 
rine. Wouldn’t you know it? So 
that’s why I’m raising my voice 
against the ban on coloured 
margarine. One thing I forgot to 
point out — butter as a spread 
goes farther than margarine. I 
have proved it.

Making A Purchase 
— Persian Style 


A pleasant refuge from the 
dark political concerns of Teher- 
oan is the cluttered antique shop 
of Solaiman Rabbi, the Jew. The 
window of Solaiman Rabbi's 
shop is as dusty and jumbled as 
the interior of the store itself, 
but just intriguing enough in its 
array of tribal bric-a-brac, silver 
daggers, and fly-speckled Persi- 
an miniatures to catch the strol- 
ler‘s eye. 

Once caught, and once linger- 
ing, the passer-by sees rising 
slowly from the dim interior of 
the shop a short figure muffled 
in overcoat and fedora hat, be- 
neath which horn-rimmed spec- 
tacles protrude. Solaiman Rabbi 
himself is coming to the door to 
invite you in. 

You edge warily into the shop, 
ready for prompt escape. But he 
says nothing and you turn to his 
cases .of trinkets and baubles, 
peer as best the poor light will 
allow at stacks of copper trays 
turned green with age. There is 


nothing . .. and at that moment 
Solaiman Rabbi comes forward 
gain. 

“You are interested in old 


Persian miniatures?” he asks, 
peering up from beneath his hat. 
You are willing-to look at them, 
you reply, and he shuffles to- 
ward a back room. 

A woman huddled by an oil- 
burning heater—for the winter 
is cold in Teheran — watches 
your movement from front to 
back, The back room is. worse 
than the front in its clutter, fall- 
ing just short of being a flea 
market of junk. Switching on a 
naked light bulb, Solaiman Rabbi 
takes down a battered portfolio 
and clears a space on the crack- 
ed top of a glass case. 

“Here -are pages from old 
books of Persian poetry,” he ex- 
plains, “made 140 to 150 years 
ago, during the Qajar dynasty.” 

He scrubs a dry and dirty hand 
across the surface of one page. 

“You see? Mineral colors . 
they will never change.” 

Each page he extracts from the

portfolio is yellowed with age 
and crumbling at the edges, but 
in the center of each page, glow- 
ing in soft colors like a jewel, is 
a painted Persian scene, illustrat- 
ing the lines of poetry hand- 
painted on the page above and 
below the miniature, writes 
Harry B. Ellis in the Christian 
Science Monitor. 

The colors, when held to the 
light, give off a dull sheen of 
quality, not gaudy or bright. 
Horsemen with drawn swords 
charge at each other across fields 
of flowers. Other horsemen in 
flowing robes play polo on a 
green field. There are quieier 
scenes—men and women picnic 
beneath a flowering tree, each 
blossom delineated with care, 
each fold of cloth, each tuft of 
grass. In Persian painting there 
ig no vacuum; space itself does 
not suggest, as in Japanese and 
Chinese art. Instead, the painter 
of Persian miniatures, his deli- 
cate brush tipped with gold, or 
otange, blue, green, or pink, 
touches glowing color to the very 
limits of his picture. 

Page after page Solaiman Rab- 
bi turns over. A beggar in an 
orange robe and white turban 
importunes a passer-by, who 
hesitates beneath the pink blos- 
som’s of a graceful tree. A noble- 
man, cross-legged on a golden 
divan set in a meadow of flow- 
ers, converses with two follow- 
ers, seated on lesser and lower 
chairs of gold. : 

You know, as you gaze at 
these unctuous pictures, that you 
will rot go away empty-handed. 

“If I buy two,” you say to 
Solaiman Rabbi, “what kind of 
price will you give me?” 

He fixes you behind his 
glasses. 

“This is your first time in my 
shop. 1 have given you a bro- 
ther’s price. Every six months 
I may find such a book in some 
village. They do nct make them 
any more... There is only one 
price.” 

An Iraniay enters and speaks 
to Solaiman Rabbi in Persian. 
The latter fetches a dozen pieces 
of oddly shaped green tile and 
the customer scrts them fthorgh. 
What Solaiman Rabbi said about 
price may or may not be true, 
but by the time he comes back 
you have agreed within yourself 
to pay what he asks. 

He rolls up your treasure ina 
bit of paper and you place it 
under your coat against the rain 
which has started to fall outside 
in the Persian dusk. You start 
back to your hotel room, some- 
how fortified to face the com- 
plexities of modern Iran.

Nuts On Speed 


The headlines on the story 
rt Ice Causes Five Crashes on 

“Il was bowling along quite 
happily at 95 miles an hour .. .,” 
one of those, involved. was re- 
ported as saying. os 

Reading this on my morning 
train to Waterloo I nearly shout- 
ed out loud, which, on this. train 
at any rate, would have been 
considered exceedingly bad form. 

But this I find one of the most 
disarming things about my 
countrymen; not their praise- 
worthy capacity for silence but 
the loyalty with which they be- 
lieve still in the tales of their 
childhood, 

Speed is still beautiful to Bri-

\e the one contest in which one 


can properly talk of “the British 
race.” 

Ice causes crashes. Speed is 
safe. “Ninety-five” is quite rea- 
sonable. If, following a slow 
driver, a fast driver becomes 
impatient and overtakes unwise- 
ly so that there is an accident, 
the slow driver is to blame. 

No Minister of Transport in re- 
cent times has felt strong enough 
as a man and secure enough as 
a Minister to refute these very 

- English fallacies. 

But having driven hundreds of 
thousands of miles in Britain, the 
United States, and Western 
Europe, this correspondent, for 
one, is convinced that while they 
go completely unchecked it will 
be impossible to reduce by much 
the annual toll of casualties suf- 
fered in this War of the Roads. 

Now ice, as everyone knows, 
very rarely causes a crash. Driv- 
ing a car inexpertly or too fast 
over ice is more usually the 
cause. 

Going to a-neighboring village 
along a winding lane the other 
evening I passed on the way a

woods, crushed against a tree. 
Coming home, after the Jag had

ary milk wagon’ is on the other 
side, or if there is a child in the 
road, or if another driver is com- 
ing the other way also at over 
70 mph. 

And nobody tells British 
motorists that when impatience 
causes a fast driver to overtake 
a slow one in a dangerous situa- 
tion it is the impatience of the 
fast driver not the sloth of the 
sluggard ‘that is the danger, 
wries Jchn Allen May in The 
Christian Science Monitor. 

Road casualties each year now’ 
in Western Europe exceed 1,500,- 
000. Appalled, the United Na- 
tions Transport Commission for 
Europe had produced some vital- 
ly interesting reports on the re- 
duction of casualties (up to 50 
per cent) through the enforce- 
ment of experimental speed 
limits. It has repeatedly urged 
an all-Europe test of speed limits,

to no avail. The United Nations - 


is balked by a few countries, 
notably Great Britain, 

It astounded this correspond- 
ent when he asked the British 
Transport Minister about these 
UN researches that until that 
moment the Minister had never 
heard of them. 

I am convinced that we could 
halve road casualties if, while 
we wait patiently for the new 
roads we so desperately need, 
we conduct a campaign de- 
liberately aimed at turning the 
ear from the symbol of speed 
and ral desis into a symbol of 
convenience ‘and care. Even if 
we did not impose speed limits 
(it might be asking too much of 
the British yet) we could at least 
have safe “discretional” -speeds 
posted clearly on each stretch of 
road and at each corner. It 
wouldn't be difficult. 

But if drivers go on saying, 
“Nonsense; it’s the slow drivers 
that cause all the accidents,” that 
means war. In that case, and in 
that context only, here is one 
driver who is convinced of the 
virtue of unilateral disarma- 
ment. 


How Can I? 
By Roberta Lee 


Q. How can I cope with « 
stubborn screw-type jar lid? 

A. First, tap the edges of the 
lid to “spring it” a little. If the 
lid still refuses to budge, wrap 
a big rubber band, adhesive or 
friction tape around the lid, or 
hold a piece of sandpaper over 
the top, then twist. The added 
friction you get should do the 
trick. 

Q. What can I do about remov- 
ing the lime deposit, hard-water 
acales, and discolourations from 
the insides of aluminum vessels, 
which have been produced by 
the constant boiling of water? 

A. One good method is to boil 
vinegar in the vessels. Another is 
to cut up raw lemon,. put it into 
the vessel with water, and boil 
for 15 minutes before scouring 
it. Still another approach is to 
boil rhubarb in the discoloured 
pot. 

Q. How can I make a good 
carpet - cleaning compound at 
home? 

A. A good one is a grated 
raw potato rubbed over the sur- 
face of the carpet, and finished 
off with a wet, warm cloth. This 
is very good for stained or spot- 
ted rugs. Or, use cornstarch, 
dampened and rubbed on, and 
then your sweeper to remove
